The Sam oan Conference Still D eliberate 
log—Col. G rant Presented to 
th e Queen. 


Major William Warner, oommaader- 
in-chief of the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public, made what the New York Her­ 
ald characterizes as a sensational speech 
at a camp-fire organized by the G. A. 
R. posts of New York and Brooklyn. 
This speech was sensational because 
Mejor Warner criticised the committee 
of arrangements for relegating the Grand 
Army of the Republic to the rear in the 
centennial procession. 
He insisted that 
the time was coming when justice would 
be 
done 
to the men of 1S61 who 
saved the Republic. When the boys 
came to hold the fort he was sure that the 
veterans would not be relegated to the 
rear. 
As indicating what should ha\© 
been done by the committee, Major War­ 
ner quoted a remark made by General 
Sherman, who said: “The Grand Army 
onght to stand as a guard of honor near 
the president and review the boys that 
are now learning bow to march.” The

So the people in New York were not 
disappointed when President Harrison 
made his two speeches, and the country 
was proud that its president was equal to 
great emergency, He followed Depew’s 
splendid oration, but there was no let­ 
ting down of enthnsiam, neither was 
there a loss of eloquence when the pres­ 
ident spoke. 
"His maner was full of 
dignity and self-possesion, but not fasti­ 
dious or over-reserved, aud in a few 
harmonious sentences, uttered with sim­ 
plicity but genuine warmth of feeling, be 
kept his hearers upon the same high 
plane on which he found them.” 
At the banquet where some of the best 
speakers in New York were on the pro­ 
gramme, and one after another preceded 
him with carefully prepared speeches, 
but ‘‘last of all he rose amid tumultu­ 
ous cheers, but be was not for a moment 
disconcerted by the enthusiasm of the 
company, nor by bis knowledge of the 
eager expectation with which his turn 
had been awaited.

The ma­ 
jority against prohibition was so large 
as to show that it 
was net facti­ 
tious 
nor accidental,

caused 
merely by the staty-at-home 
vote; 
but 
that 
it was 
the expression of 
the deliberate will and judgment of the 
people. 
Those who failed to vote in 
eaob state were evidently opposed to the 
policy of prohibition—for its friends a*e 
all ardent ones, whose devotion and en - 
thu&iasm always seoure their presence at 
the polls whenever the issue is submit­ 
ted in any lorm at the ballot-box.—V h i 
cago Journal, 
Whatever may be the result of a vote 
on the question of constitutional prohi­ 
bition, 
it 
is 
always the wisest t° 
submit the question to 
the people. 
The 
only 
way 
to 
decide 
the 
matter is by a popular vote. 
The result 
in New Hampshire and Massachusetts 
onght not to discourage the friends in 
Pennsylvania who will have an opportu­ 
nity to vote on the subject of prohibition 
on the 13th of June next. 
It is hoped 
that the amendment will carry, for the 
prohibition of Maine and Kansas and 
Iowa is better than low license. 
There may not be much hope for the 
amendment in Pennsylvania, as many 
thousands cf temperance reformers, who 
are thoroughly anti-salocn, think that 
constitutional 
prohibition 
which 
does not prohibit 
is 
worse 
than 
no prohibition at a1), and therefore they 
will vote against the amendment. The 
lack of moral courage in the authorities 
instates where prohibition has b^en 
adopted, not only disgraces the states 
bat it brings prohibition into 'contempt. 
So long as there is no sentiment to vig 
orously enforce the law even good tem­ 
perance become disgusted, ana vote 
against the amendment. This defeated 
prohibition in New Hampshire and Mas- 
sachufetts, end if it is defeated in Penn­ 
sylvania, it will be fi r the same reason. 
It is not a gc cd f round c n which to vote 
dow prohibition, but is nevertheless the 
one used. 
This is an unfortunate condition with 
which to .surround the cause of temper­ 
ance. 
The foreign vote n becoming 
stronger and of coatee it is almost solid 
against constitutional prohibition. With 
these facts before the people, it will re­ 
quire some intellectual power and wise 
action to provide a way of escape from 
the evil of the liquor traffic.

rate it was grossly exaggerated state­ 
ment.” 
There was a buzz of surprise throughout 
the court room at this response. 
“Did you or did you not,” continued 
the Attorney-General, “intend to misstate 
tho fact when you made that 
state­ 
ment?’ ’ 
“ I have no doubt I did,” was the re­ 
ply- 
The Attorney-General—Deliberately? 
Mr. Parnell—Yes, deliberately. 
The Attorney-General—You deliberately 
made this statement knowing it to be un 
true? 
Mr. Parnell—Yes; or, if not untrue, very 
extravagant boastful. 
The Attorney-General—You have never 
since withdrawn it? 
Mr. Parnell—No, I have not. 
The nonchalance with which the witness 
made these admissions astonished the audi­ 
ence and elicited hisses. 
“Probably,” added Mr. Parnell, “ the 
statement was to mislead the House. I am 
afraid it did not, for the bill was passed. 
My purpose was to exaggerate the effect 
the league had in reducing tho number of 
secret societies. 
The league undoubtedly 
diminished the number of secret socioties, 
though it had not swept them away as I 
stated. ’ ’ 
Mr. Parnell was next asked what had 
become of the Land league’s books. 
He 
explained that some were brought to Lon­ 
don and were before the commission. 
The 
cash books and ledgers had disappeared, he 
did not know where. Neither was Treasurer 
Kenny, Mr. Egan, nor any of the other 
league officials able to tell what had be­ 
come of them. 
The letter-books and files 
of letters had also vanished. 
Presiding Justice Hannen here impressed 
upon the witness the fact that the court at­ 
tached great importance to the missing 
documents, and Mr. Parnell promised to 
try to find them. 


Th# Operators* Seale of W ages R ejected 
—O ther Labor Difficulties. 
Brazil, Ind., Hay 4.—The block coal 
miners of this district, 2,000 in number, 
quit work to day because of a disagreement 
with the operators over th® yearly scale of 
wages. 
A secret delegate meeting was 
held here. 
It is known, however, that the 
delegates entered the convention instructed 
to refuse the operators’ offer, with the ex­ 
ception of the Nickel Plate, Chicago and 
Jumbo mines. 
About one-third of the 
block mines of the district work in these 
mines, but the vote instructing the dele­ 
gates was very small and rather evenly 
divided. 
It is generally understood among 
tho miners that a strike is on. 
The opera­ 
tors offer 70 cents, but the miners have not 
yet committed themselves to any price. Of 
1,00 > bituminous coal miners, less than one 
hundred are at work, though their differ­ 
ence is within 2$ cents of adjustment. 


P it t s b u r g , Pa., May 4. —At the Du­ 
quesne steel works to-day 400 workmen 
who came up from the Homstead steel 
works paraded, every man carrying some 
article of provisions for the strikers, mak­ 
ing enough to keep the strikers a month. 
A committeeman reports that Andrew 
Caregie has placed $1,000 at the disposal 
of the strikers and that Capt.W. R. Jones, 
general manager of tho Edgar Thomson 
works, has given $700. 
The report is dis­ 
credited. 


J o l ie t . 111., May 4.—The quarrymen in 
tho Joliet Stone company’s quarry went 
out on a strike Thursday morning, asking 
for $1.75 instead of $1.50 per day, the 
wages heretofore received. 
Tho strikers 
drove the men out of the eleven quarries. 
The Joliet Stone company agreed to the 
demands of the strikers, the other com­ 
panies will follow 
and work will be 
resumed Friday. 


T e r r e H a u t e , Ind., May 4.—The con­ 
ference committees of Indiana bituminous 
coal operators and miners to-day patched 
up a temporary agreement for one month 
on tho basis of 05 cents for summer and 65 
cents for winter work, which is an even 
compromise between last year’s scale and 
that asked by the operators.

are waiting for 
Illinois agreements. 


S t. P a u l , Minn., May 4.—At a meeting 
of the striking street car drivers Thursday 
night the strike was declared off and the 
men will go back to work at the reduced 
wages. 
Tho company made the conces­ 
sion of agreeing to treat well the men re­ 
gardless of their affiliations with labor 
unions.

C h ic ag o, May 4.—William Black, one 
of the roomers in the Union house, corner 
of Clinton and Madison streets, took a fly­ 
ing leap from a second-story window to 
the sidewalk Wednesday night while dressed 
only in his night clothes.

When the Emperor gave orders for the 
liberation of Malietoa it was, as it would 
seem, his unconditional liberation.

O tta w a , Ont., May 4.—The efforts of 
John C. Eno and other United States de­ 
faulters in Canada to prevent the Weldon 
extradition bill from applying to them 
have not been os successful as they antici­ 
pated. 
Tho deputy Minister of Justice 
said he did not think the attem pt of Par­ 
liament to eliminate the retroactive provi­ 
sion from the bill was successful. 
As 
amended the clause roads: 
“ The provisions of this act shall apply 
to any crime committed after the coming 
into force of this act. ’ ’ 
The deputy Minister of Justice says: 
“ This is altogether an unneceisary state­ 
ment in an act of Parliament, as the 
statute would apply to tho crimes specified 
iu tho schedule in any case, and therefore 
tho act may bo read as if tho provision 
were not in it at all. 
Treaties and statutes 
relating to extradition have always here­ 
tofore been held by tho courts to have a 
retroactive effect, although they contained 
no special provision making thorn 
re­ 
troactive, and inasmuch as the amended 
section amounts to nothing in its present 
shape tho court will probably construe tho 
act as a whole according to past precedent. 
If the clause had read ‘The provisions of 
this aet shall not apply to any crimo com­ 
m itted before the coming into force of this 
act,’ tho case would Lave been entirely 
different, and the United States colony in 
Canada m ight have rested secure. 
As it 
is, tho prospects ahead of them are not 
very bright.”

over-dean dish, and frequently glued to 
the cover of the stand, according to the 
whim of the chambermaid. 
You haven’t 
the slightest idea in the world who used 
the soap last, aud very few persons ever 
give 
the 
matter 
a 
thought. 
It 
would bo 
an 
easy going 
individual, 
and 
one 
singularly 
indifferent 
to 
considerations of cleanliness, 
who 
wTould for a moment think of using a towel 
that might have been used by the pre viols 
occupant of a room at a hotel, but the in­ 
stances are rare where tho same guest will 
hesitate to uso tho samo soap he finds in the 
room, although it may scarcely be dry 
from the ablution of the last person w ho 
used it. 
The^traveling man does not stop 
to think that the hotel soap is unexcelled 
as a distributor of cutaneous diseases, and 
frequently those that are difficult of eradi­ 
cation. 
The man who stops habitually at 
the hotels here, thoro and everywhere 
about the country, and does not carry and 
use his own soap, deliberately courts tho 
contracting of what may bo a most dis­ 
tressing and offensive malady,” 


T h e S a c r e d W h it e E le p h a n t . 
Siam Ii known as the land of the white 
elephant. 
The elephant is the imperial 
animal of the country, and you see his 
picture upon all the flags. 
The old coins 
of the realm have an elephant upon one 
side of them, and the white elephant is 
here sacred. 
He is supposed to be the em­ 
bodied spirit of some King or hero, and the 
people formerly worshiped him, and they 
do so to some extent now. 
Before seeing 
the palace, I had read a glowing descrip­ 
tion of tho white elephant of Siam.

pected to see his tusks bound with gold, to 
find golden chains about his 'Hhck, and a 
superb velvet coat of purple, fringed with 
scarlet and gold, over his snow white body. 
What I did find was four wild-eyed, 
scrawny-looking elephants with long tusks, 
aud with skins not much whiter than those 
you see in the American circus. The only 
white part about them was their long, 
flapping ears, which seemed to be afflicted 
with tho leprosy. 
The remainder of their 
skins had the whiteness only£of disease, 
and I was told that as a rule the white 
elephants of Siam are mad elephants.

There it is made the duty of the 
attending physician to report all cases of 
contagious disease to the health officer at 
onoe, and the family is immediately quar­ 
antined and a oard plaoed on the build­ 
ing warning the public of the character 
of the disease. Oar law has recently 
been bo amended that this precautionary 
measure is made obligatory ob the part 
of the attending physician and health 
officer.” 
“Will yon enforce it?” 
’Most certainly. Now I do not desire 
to rush ahead and make myself generally 
; obnoxious to the people of this . city for 
the little salary of tbre^ hundred dollars 
a yt ar, but having accepted the office 
I am prepared and willing to per­ 
form 
all 
the duties. Yes, I shall 
use all means to prevent the spread of 
any disease in the city. All] I desire is 
the assistance of the public, not their ill- 
will . Many of our sanitary laws are al­ 
most wholly ignored by the people 
Ashes are emptied in the streetsgm vio* 
lationof ordinances; but I hardly know, 
whether this oomes under the jurisdic­ 
tion of the health or police departments 
Many of our merchants are in the habit 
of creating a nuisance by dumping a lot 
of refuse matter in the street and setting 
fire to it to burn it up. This should not 
be permitted. 
Then, slops, and other 
refuse matter from hotels, restaurants, 
and grocery stores are dumped in alleys 
and even on tho streets, and allowed to 
remain an indt finite time, oausing an in­ 
tolerable nuisance. This should bo pre­ 
vented. 
Hog 
pens, 
privy 
vaults, 
and 
manure 
piles 
require 
atten­ 
tion. 
Yes, 
there 
is 
consider­ 
able work to do right here in Janesville. 
I want to give my personal attention to 
all caees brought to my notice, and will 
sec (bat the law is enforced. 
At the 
same time I do net wish to be under­ 
stood that I intend to make it unpleas­ 
ant for any one. 
“ There is another thing. 
I think the 
oity should bavo a place where strangers, 
or even some of 
our own citizens 
might be taken in case of attack with 
some of the many ccntagious diseases. 
Such oases are not admitted to the city 
hospital, and our city is now large 
enough to demand a hospital for this ex­ 
press purpose. 
“ There are many things the city is 
lacking regarding a perfect sanitary con­ 
dition, but we shall have to work up to 
it. Once adopted and provided for all 
will move along without friction, and we 
shall continue to live in a healthy and 
O lean city.”

“ Do’you mean to say you l^av 
a trade in those things''” ask 
Ork Press reporter of a Fultop Mi 
dealer, pointing to a peculiarly shay* 
box lined with shelves, over which crawl* 
hundreds of snails. 
“ They don’t go off very rapidly, thiVs 
a fact,” replied the dealer, “but there ta 
always a steady demand for them, so I 
keep them in stock. 
Most of th? snails 
brought to the New I York market qfa 
raised in that land of red mud and mosqui­ 
toes, 
Jersey. 
Thoro a number of small 
farmers do nothing else but raise and fat­ 
ten them. 
It is no new thing, you know, 
to devote time and money to the snail oui 
ture abroad, for both in France, Germany 
and some parts of England these lazy 
mollusks are much admired by epicures. 
The taste for them in this country has 
scarcely become popular as yet, although 
there are more restaurants than one would 
think, especially down town in the vicinity 
of Wall street, where snails are regularly 
served.” 
“Did you ever eat any yourself?” 
“I have, many a time, and properly 
cooked a ripe, fat snail is delicious. 
By 
ripe I mean that condition in which snails 
are when about to retire into a state of 
torpidity for the winter. 
Like all hiber­ 
nating animals, snails then lay on a thick 
coating of fat, and it is when in this condi­ 
tion that they are considered best. 
There 
are a number of ways in which snails may 
be cooked to advantage. 
One is to broil 
them and season with pepper and vinegar. 
Soaked in salt and water and then served 
in the many ways in which oysters, seal 
lops, and periwinkles are euten, they ara 
excellent. 
In 
general,” continued the 
dealer, launching into small history, “it 
may be said that tho Kentish snail, so 
called because first found in the county of 
Kent, England, is upon the whole the finest 
edible variety yet discovered. This snail has 
a rosy lip and delicate blush, is of good 
size, takes on fat readily, and has a deli 
cious flavor. 
In England snails are not 
used so much as an ordinary article of food 
as for a delicacy ad stated feasts. 
For in­ 
stance, at Newcastle the glass manufac­ 
turers at their yearly banquet are famous 
for their small dishes. 
Tho Dartmoor mut­ 
ton, the finest in the world, is supposed 
to get its rich flavor fropi the snails 
eaten by the sheep. 
It is a well known 
fact that snails were a common dish with 
the Romans, and that epicures of that na­ 
tion raised them of an enormous size. 
On 
many parts of the continent snails are com­ 
monly eaten, and from certain snail-farms 
near Ulen, in Wurtemburg, no fewer than 
10,000,000 of these creatures are sent year­ 
ly to other, gardens to be fattened before 
they are shipped for the use of the Austrian 
< onverts during Lent. 
From Troyes alone 
it has been calculated that snails to the 
value of $100,000, the wholesale price be­ 
ing 4 sous per IOO, are forwarded to the 
markets of Paris. 
Some of these French 
-nails are put up in casks and shipped to 
this country, 
but the Jersey article is 
rather driving the foreign from our mar­ 
kets. 
Snails are supposed to be efficacious 
in curing consumption, and boiled in milk 
are still used for this purpose in some parts 
of England, 
At one time they weye used 
in that country in tho manufacture of imi 
tation cream, and, despite acts of parlia­ 
ment prohibiting such manufacture, they 
are oven yet bruised and stewed in milk to 
form one of the tolerably palatable articles 
which pass under that name.
